In Genes (wtich in a berp auncient Cittie, and poſſibly 
as uli of pleaſaunt delightes as any other) there was 
dwelling not long ſince a Gentleman named Renaulde 
Scaille,a man truely no leſſe abundant in the gifres of foz» 
tune, then in the graces of the minde; mozeouer (being lo 
ritch and learned as he was)he had aſonne named Salard, 
whomc he loned moſt intyꝛely. wherefoze like a good and 
louing Father:he inſtructed and taught dim, not ſuffering. 
dim to want any tding chat was pꝛolitable oz pꝛaiſe woꝛ⸗ 
thy taz him. 

Ao it dappened that Renautd being well ſtricken in 
peares, fell into a great and gretuous mallady, and per- 
teiuing himſelf to be at the point of deth,ſent fo a S triue⸗ 
ner to make his wil, whereby he conſtituted Salard foz his 
Heyz©, praying him as a good father, to obſerne thace com» 
 marindementes which he pzeſcribed vnto him, without e⸗ 
mer tranſgreſſing them.

Ho well 
he applied his buſineſſe, a followed the matter ſo cffectus- 
ally, that ere one whole peart was fully erpiredafter his 
fathers deteaſe, hee matched himſelle with one Theodore, 
Daughter to ons matſter Odeſcale Doria, a Oentleman 
ot Genes, and one of the chiefe in all the cittie. 

This Gentlewoman being faire, and very well fanou- 


red, though ſhe were ſomewhat ſhꝛewiſh, was ſo well bes 


toned of her huſband, as neither by day noz night he could 


doell abide to be out of her company. when they had con⸗ 


tinued a while togifher , withoute haning ang ie at 
all befweene them, Salard with his wines conſent , was 
minded to choſe ſame one fox his childe Adoprine, contra⸗ 
ry ta the will and commaundement ol his father, pnrpo⸗ 
ſing to bzing it vp as his own, and accozding to that his 
determination, pꝛelentip putting the matter in crecution, 
de choſe fox his chylde adoptiue,a vong gyꝛie named poſtu- 
me that was Daughter to a pode widdowe, dwelling in 


the lame Cittie, whome they bzonghr vp, ſomewhat —

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wantonly tben well befeemed. 

Sboꝛtlp after, Salard determined to depart from Genes, 
E to inhabite in ſome other ſople, not becauſe he had anye 
dilliking of the place (fo2 there was no reaſon he ſhoulde; 
bar ing there no want of any thing that was meete foz his 
degtte. oz agreeable with his mind) but was moned there⸗ 
vuto by adeſyze of chaunge, which is commonly incident 
to allthoſe that be at their owne libertpe, and not ſubiecte 
to en ſuperiour. rohcrefoze haning goiten a good Purſe 
of Monep, with Jcwels and other great ritches, beeing 
alſo well furniſhed with Dozſe and Armouren, hee de- 
parted from Genes with his wife Theodore,andhis adop⸗ 
ted Daughter Poſtume, and paſſing towardes Piemont, 
at the laſt he ariued at Montferat where hee was honou⸗ 
rably teceinedofthe inhabitauntes , and there in ſhozte 
time growing in acquaintaunce with dinerſe , dee often 
times rid on hunting with the townes men and cittizens, 
vling with them diue tſe other excerſices, wherin kc tooke 
delight. So that his magnificence beeing well knowne 
thꝛeughout the whole C ittie, he was not oncly beloned of 
tbe common ſoꝛte, but alſo greatly eſtecmed and honou⸗ 
red amongeſt the checfeſt, which tomming to the cares ol 
thc Parques, that gonerned thoſe partes, he dcſyzcd to be 
atquainted with him, and perceiuing- that hee was 
pong. rich, noblye boꝛne, wiſe and apt to all thinges, hee 
began to beare ſo great affection towardes him , as hee 
could not ſuffer him one whole day togither to bee out of 
bis company.

To be ſuoꝛte, ſo great was the lone ofthe Sat ques to- 
wards Salard as he would neuer vouchſafe his fauour to 
any mũã. vnleſſe his ſute wert ſitſt pzefcrred by him. wher⸗ 
foze Salard, ſct ing hiuiſelfe in ſo greate crt dite with him, 
ſought all meanes poſſible to pleaſe hun, in doing that 
which might be moſt to his liking. 

The Marques that was but pong, tockt great plcaſure 
in Dawl ing and to bunte wude Beaſtce, ſoz which cauſe 
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as it appertained to the degree of ſo greate a Lozde , hee 


kepte continuallee great ſtoꝛe of Hawkes and Doundes, 
and would neuer gor abzoade but he would haut Salarde 
with him. 

It happened one dap abone the reſt. that Salard being as 
lone in his chamber, began to thinke of the great honour 
that the Marques had done Vnto him. T hen he began to 
conſider the good graces, honeſt behauiour and good mas 
ners of his adobtiue danghter Poſtume, and how obedient 
ſhe was to him and his wyfe at al aſſapes, and in this ſozt 
diſcoarſing with himſelfe he ſapde. 

Was not my Father greatly — e ſureip J heleeue 
he doted, as commonly all old men doe. know not whes 
ther it were thꝛough follyc oz madneſle that hee did with 
Cuch inſtance expꝛelly commannde mee not to bzing vp a 
chylde that was not of myne owne iſſue, noꝛ to ſubiect mp 
kelke to the will of a Lozd that goucrneth his Bubiects al⸗ 
ter dis owne fancy.

them to that which they themſelues neuer oblerued.

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whervnto they are not moued,koz any lone that they beare 
vnto them, but onelye to trouble them long time with the 
obieruation ofſuch thinges as are to no purpoſe.

In whome may N better haue confidence, then in mpne 
owne wife.that hath fozfaken her Father, her mother, her 
bꝛetheren, her Siſtcrs,and her owne famely, to bee made 
one only ſoles one onelp hart with me, ſo p Imap ſafely 
teueale my ſecretes vnto her of what impoztaunce ſoeuer 
tbey ve: J will then make pzoofeof her lopaltp, not foz that 

J dor anp thing mildoubt ter, (being wel aſſured that ſhe 

loacth me moze then her ſelfe) but to followe therein the 

cnſtome of other yong men that doefondly ſuppoſe it to be 

a very foule offence,to breake the lewde and bcaſtipe oꝛdi⸗ 

nauntes of their parentes, which doe continnally run into 

ſome foolily franſie,as men that are beſide themſelaes.

dilcretion,my father lykewiſe knowing p nature of Pꝛin⸗ 
ces to be ſuch, that in one hower thep will both loue and 
lothe,exhault and pull do wne, counſapled mee to ſeperate 
my ſelfe from them, and J(foole that J am) to be depꝛiued 
of my goods, honour, and life, haue moſte vnwilely ſought 
after them. O Salard, Salard, how mich better had it bene 
fo: the. it thou hadſt followed thy fathers ſteppes, ſaffe- 
ring flatterers and lewde perſons to follow the courts of 
pꝛinces and great Lozyes. Naw ſee I wel to what pate 1 
am like to came, by tenſting to much to mo lelfe, my wic⸗ 
ked wife, vngratious chylde, nd abons all by to much bes 
lecuing the fained friendſhip of the vn geatekul Marques. 
Now do N certainly know how vell hee loued me, what 
might de doe woe vnto me2ſarelp nothing, for at one ins 
ſtaunt would he take from me my lining, lyfe,and honour, 
alas how ſoone is his great lone connerted to craell and 
bloody hatred.

Father foz as much as froward foꝛtune hath ozdapned 
that according to the (erence which my Loꝛd Sgaques hath 
pꝛonounted againſt you, you ſhall this day withonte faile 
ſuffer death, and that the third part of pour goods is alot⸗ 
ted vnto them that ſhall doe the execution vppon pon, 
knowing the lone that pou beare vnto me.

Salatd Þ gaue attentine eare to his daughters wozdes 
aunſwered in this manner God bleſſe thee my daughter, 
top reaſons are very good, and plcaſc me right well, and 
though befo:e I were vawilling to dy, now would I glad 
ly end my lite, doe then thy office my daughter, and deferre 
the time no longer, Then eoſtame trauing pardon E kiſs 
ſing him, toke the halter and put it about his neck, erhozs 
ting him to take his death patiently,Salard ſeing d ſodain - 
alteration of thinges,was greatly aſtoniſhed,and iſſuing 
out of the pꝛiſon. with his hands bound bohind him, a the 
dalter about his neck. accompanied itt he baply.s al the 
reſt of the officers, miniſters ot tuſtius de pulled with all 
ſpecde to the place ot execution, beingcome rhicher tonr⸗

mitten, earneſtlye erhoꝛted Chyldꝛen to bee obedir 
their parents and Elders. when the people had 
whole cauſe of Salards coudemnation, there v 
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in the companpe but wepte , and greatclye lamented 
the hard hap of this poꝛe yong man, and deſpꝛed OO 
to giue them the grace to take example by him. 

Wihylite cheſe thinges were a doing , his friende 
Frauncis(that was not vnmindefull of him,) tooke his

in as good liking as euer it was. he became mute. | 

But after he had a littie retouered himſelfc hee be- 
gan to conſider: what offence he hadde committed in con⸗ 
demning to death his innocent friende, ſo vnaoniſedlye, 
and then bcholding Salard, he (head greate abundaunce of 
teares,and ſapd. 

Salarde, i thou couldeſt af this pꝛeſen t penetrate with 
thy eyes to the interivur parts of mp pooꝛe hart. thou ſhol- 
deſt ccrtainely ſee that neither the halter whiche hath hi⸗ 
therta bene about thy neck, noxthe bandes wherein thou

to ſcoꝛn. 8 if take vengeance on thy offence, J ſhal tranſ⸗ 
greſſe Gods commaundement. But co the end J may nei⸗ 
ther appere to pittitul, noʒ to ſpightful, 3 wil chuſe y mean 
betwene both, J wil uot puntſhthee cozpozally & pet thou 
ſhalt not be vtteriy pardoned, take then this halter which 
not long ſince thou didſt put about my neck. e in ede of þ 


> goods that thou gapeſt fot after my death, beare it aboute 
tzee, to put thee alwapes in minde of the villan that thou 


haſt done to me, and ſettle th ſelfe ſo farre from mee, as 
may neuer moꝛe here ridings of thee, n the meane time 
Theodore hearing what was happened to her huſband Sa- 
lard; foſookcher bouſe,and entred into a moneſtarpe of 
Nunnes, where ſhoxtly after ſhe miſerably ended her life.
